Mr. Penfield was appointed United 


States Ambassador.,to 
Austria on 


July 1st, 1913, continuing in that of- 
fice until diplomatic relations between 
the two countries , were severed, 
in 


1917. He was recognized as an author 
ity on subjects pertaining to diplom- 
acy, modern Egypt and international 
politics. He was present at the fun- 
eral obsequies of the Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph as the especial ambassa- 
dor representing President Wilson. 


Mr. Penfield also was, known «s an 


art collector and writer. Among his 
books arc ''Present t)ay* Frypt" and 
"East of Suez."

HISTORY IN THE BOOKS 


A former United States Senator, Lawrence Y. Sherman, 


told a commencement audience the other day that "all school 
histories ought to be burned. They would shed- more light on 
this disordered world in a bonfire than in the school room." 


Perhaps the gentleman's enthusiasm for a bonfire of books 


is somewhat excusable in the fact that he was making a com- 
mencement address in which one has to work up into some sort 
of climax to carry the point. In his less oratorical moments 
even this former Senator might be the last one to touch a match 
to a pile of history text-books. 


In this connection it' is interesting to note that the teach- 


ing of history has undergone a change in recent years. What 
Mr. Sherman calls the "butcheries of Alexander, of Caesar, 
and of Attila," torm no longer the backbone of our teaching 
as they once did. The military leaders of history appeal to 
us today, no doubt, but it is also true that we scan more closely 
than ever the significance of their respective exploits. We are 
asking more insistently than we ever did: "Just what did this 
or that military campaign contribute to social progress and 
human happiness?" 


In much that .passes for history there is a good deal of 


rubbish. 
And much that appears insignificant to the ordinary 


reader may acquire importance when interpreted by an able 
historian. But it is essential that such historians shall have a 
deep understanding of present-day.affairs. The obvious thing 
to do is not to build bonfires of history text-books, but to insist 
that our historians must be men who understand what is going 
on today, so that their books may illumine for the average 
reader the world in which he lives today.*

Some public school systems are substituting "intelligence 


tests" for the old-fashioned examinations. 
In Detroit the in- 


telligence test is applied to all new teachers, by order of the 
school board. 


There is a difference between book knowledge and intel- 


ligence—and the intelligence test is a recognition of that 
difference. 
An unschooled man may be, and often is, an in- 


telligent as well as educated man, because he picks up and 
absorbs and. makes a part of his consciousness every lesson of 
experience; everything he reads; and everything of value that 
he hears. 


On the other hand, what is called education, or "school- 


ing," is too often merely a piling up of facts in a brain, like 
furniture in a storage house. Or, frequently, it "is only pouring 
in of facts, like water through a sieve. That is not education. 


The furniture of the intelligent man's mind is arranged. 


It is not crowded or jumbled. The intelligent man often kno\»s 
more of what's going on in thg world than what's in books. 
The exceptionally educated man knows both books and life, 
atid book knowledge is valuable to him only in so far as it 
interprets life. 


It is well that public school systems are demanding in- 


telligence in teachers as well as the book learning that can be 
obtained be cramming. If you look back you will find that 
the teachers who did you the most good were not those who 
drilled the most geography and arithmetic into your head, 
but those others to whom books were but guides in explora- 
tions of the wide ranges of life.

HISTORY IN THE BOOKS 


A former United States Senator, Lawrence Y. Sherman, 


told a commencement audience the other day that "all school 
histories ought to be burned. They would shed- more light on 
this disordered world in a bonfire than in the school room." 


Perhaps the gentleman's enthusiasm for a bonfire of books 


is somewhat excusable in the fact that he was making a com- 
mencement address in which one has to work up into some sort 
of climax to carry the point. In his less oratorical moments 
even this former Senator might be the last one to touch a match 
to a pile of history text-books. 


In this connection it' is interesting to note that the teach- 


ing of history has undergone a change in recent years. What 
Mr. Sherman calls the "butcheries of Alexander, of Caesar, 
and of Attila," torm no longer the backbone of our teaching 
as they once did. The military leaders of history appeal to 
us today, no doubt, but it is also true that we scan more closely 
than ever the significance of their respective exploits. We are 
asking more insistently than we ever did: "Just what did this 
or that military campaign contribute to social progress and 
human happiness?" 


In much that .passes for history there is a good deal of 


rubbish. 
And much that appears insignificant to the ordinary 


reader may acquire importance when interpreted by an able 
historian. But it is essential that such historians shall have a 
deep understanding of present-day.affairs. The obvious thing 
to do is not to build bonfires of history text-books, but to insist 
that our historians must be men who understand what is going 
on today, so that their books may illumine for the average 
reader the world in which he lives today.*

Some public school systems are substituting "intelligence 


tests" for the old-fashioned examinations. 
In Detroit the in- 


telligence test is applied to all new teachers, by order of the 
school board. 


There is a difference between book knowledge and intel- 


ligence—and the intelligence test is a recognition of that 
difference. 
An unschooled man may be, and often is, an in- 


telligent as well as educated man, because he picks up and 
absorbs and. makes a part of his consciousness every lesson of 
experience; everything he reads; and everything of value that 
he hears. 


On the other hand, what is called education, or "school- 


ing," is too often merely a piling up of facts in a brain, like 
furniture in a storage house. Or, frequently, it "is only pouring 
in of facts, like water through a sieve. That is not education. 


The furniture of the intelligent man's mind is arranged. 


It is not crowded or jumbled. The intelligent man often kno\»s 
more of what's going on in thg world than what's in books. 
The exceptionally educated man knows both books and life, 
atid book knowledge is valuable to him only in so far as it 
interprets life. 


It is well that public school systems are demanding in- 


telligence in teachers as well as the book learning that can be 
obtained be cramming. If you look back you will find that 
the teachers who did you the most good were not those who 
drilled the most geography and arithmetic into your head, 
but those others to whom books were but guides in explora- 
tions of the wide ranges of life.
